Thus  the  reader  can  readily  glance  through  any  one 
section  of  the  book,  or  follow  the  reference  to  an  individual  firm  or  association 
or  article  throughout  every  section.

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Introduction 

A  N  epitome  of  all  British  industry  is  provided  by  this  Export  Register 
/  \  of  the  Federation  of  British  Industries.  Every  important  manu- 
X  ^  facture  in  the  United  Kingdom  is  represented  by  firms  who  are  full 
Members.  Further,  the  Federation  itself  is  truly  national  in  scope,  bv 
reason  of  the  enormous  variety  of  interests  embraced  through  the  Trade 
Associations  which  have  membership  in  it,  with  their  many  thousands  of 
members. 

The  Export  Register  of  the  Federation  of  British  Industries  is  the 
first  book  of  its  class  to  give  a  comprehensive  survey  of  the  vast  field  of  British 
industry  within  the  limits  of  a  single  pair  of  covers,  and  to  provide  the  kind 
and  quantity  of  information,  of  great  practical  utility  to  buyers,  such  as  is 
found  on  its  pages.  This  book,  which  is  the  first  official  publicly  circulated 
presentation  of  the  Federation's  Constitution,  organisation  and  objects,  and 
of  the  list  of  its  members,  with  their  manufactures  helpfully  classified,  may 
truthfully  claim  to  fill  a  gap  occupied  by  no  other  work. 

The  book  is  designed,  not  only  to  reflect  the  organisation  of  the 
Federation  of '  British  Industries,  but  also,  in  the  first  place,  to  be  of  real 
service  to  all  who  use  or  buy  British  goods  throughout  the  world,  whether 
at  home  or  overseas.  For  this  reason,  the  very  greatest  care  has  been  taken 
in  the  compilation  of  the  List  of  Products  Section,  and  a  group  of  specialists 
was  employed  for  many  months  working  out,  in  conjunction  with  the 
manufacturers  themselves,  the  main  headings  which  should  appear  in  such 
a  List. 

It  should  be  clearly  understood,  however,  that  this  List,  comprehensive 
as  it  is,  does  not  pretend  to  deal  in  detail  with  many  specialities  which  buyers 
look  to  obtain  from  the  workshops  of  Great  Britain.  To  have  attempted 
this  task  would  have  been  to  overload  the  book.  Moreover,  there  already 
exist  many  handbooks,  issued  by  the  Trade  Associations  dealing  with  par- 
ticular industries,  such  as  the  Official  Directory  of  the  Association  of  British 
Chemical  Manufacturers  ;  the  Directory  of  the  British  Engineers'  Association  ; 
the  Hardware  Trades'  Directory,  and  many  others.  Buyers  will  be  well 
advised  to  write  to  the  Secretaries  of  the  Trade  Associations  in  which  they 
are  interested,  to  obtain  these  speciaHsed  Directories,  which  give  many 
thousands  of  sub-divisions  of  the  articles  made  by  their  members,  and  which 
thus  supplement,  in  the  most  useful  way,  the  more  general  headings  given 
in  this  book. 

It  is  believed  that  the  present  is  peculiarly  appropriate  for  the  pub- 
lication of  a  work  such  as  the  Export  Register  of  the  Federation  of  British 
Industries.  Before  the  war  there  were  certain  gaps  in  the  manufactures  and 
products  of  British  works  which,  owing  to  the  close  interchange  of  trade 
between  Great  Britain  and  the  rest  of  the  world,  were  scarcely  apparent  to 
buyers.  During  the  war,  however,  when  each  country  was  thrown  so  much 
on  its  own  resources,  a  great  deal  was  done  by  British  manufacturers  to  fill 
up  these  gaps.  In  addition,  the  needs  of  the  Government  forced  manu- 
facturers to  develop  along  hitherto  unexplored  Knes,  with  the  result  that 
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British  works  have,  within  a  few  years,  greatly  enlarged  their  workshops  and 
revolutionised  their  earlier  practices.  To  realise  the  full  extent  of  these 
changes  is  difficult,  even  for  those  who  live  in  the  United  Kingdom.  A  close 
perusal  of  the  following  pages  will,  we  believe,  benefit  British  merchants  and 
buyers  not  less  than  those  businesses  established  overseas. 

One  lesson  which  has  been  thoroughly  learnt  is  the  necessity  for 
communicating  with  foreign  nations  in  their  own  language.  With  this  end 
in  view,  the  Export  Register  of  the  Federation  of  British  Industries  is  pub- 
lished, not  only  in  English,  but  in  several  foreign  language  editions,  including 
French,  Spanish,  Portuguese,  Dutch,  etc. 

One  point  to  which  special  attention  may  be  called  is  that  the  applica- 
tion of  every  Association  or  Firm  for  admission  to  membership  in  the 
Federation  of  British  Industries  is  carefully  scrutinised,  not  only  with  regard 
\  to  its  eligibility  for  membership  under  Rule  4  (see  page  i),  but  also  as  to  its 
capacity  actually  to  manufacture  and  deliver  the  goods  it  describes  itself  as 
making.  The  mere  fact  of  any  firms  being  admitted  to  membership  in  the 
Federation  of  British  Industries  is  in  itself  prima  facie  evidence  of  its  standing. 

The  spirit  of  industrial  solidarity  and  co-operation,  so  manifest  during 
the  past  years  will,  it  is  hoped,  be  no  less  effective  in  assisting  British  industry 
in  times  of  peace.  A  pleasing  indication  of  this  may  be  found  in  the  pages 
of  this  book,  the  compilation  of  which  would  have  been  impossible  without 
the  hearty  support  of  Members  of  the  Federation.  Indeed,  it  is  to  the 
Members  themselves,  rather  than  to  the  Management,  that  the  value  of  the 
book  must  be  ascribed,  for  it  is  the  data  furnished  by  them,  often  requiring 
much  time  and  patience  to  complete,  which  gives  this  book  its  distinction 
and  utility  to  buyers. 

The  Management  have,  further,  to  make  grateful  acknowledgment  of 
the  help  received  from  the  Board  of  Trade,  from  the  Department  of  Overseas 
Trade,  from  the  Colonial  and  Foreign  Offices,  and  from  every  branch  of  the 
Government  approached  for  assistance.  Not  least  has  been  the  practical 
help  of  the  Officers  at  H.M.  Legations  and  Consulates  and  the  British 
Chambers  of  Commerce  abroad.

S^  Survey 

THE  Federation  of  British  Industries  is  the  latest  and  most  important 
development  of  the  Trade  Organisation  movement  in  the  United 
Kingdom.  For  man^^  years  past  the  manufacturers  in  many  of 
the  leading  industries  of  the  country  have  experienced  the  advantages 
to  be  gained  by  co-operation  and  association  for  the  protection  of  their 
common  interests  in  organisations  devoted  to  their  particular  trades.     The 

exigencies  of  v^ar-time  conditions  added  impetus  to  this  movement  and  led 
to  a  large  increase  in  the  number  of  trade  associations,  with  the  result  that 
practically  every  industry  and  the  majority  of  trades  v^^ithin  each  industry 
now^  have  Associations  to  assist  and  to  foster  the  manufacture  of  British  goods. 

For  this  scheme  of  organisation  to  be  complete,  it  was  seen  that  British 
manufacturers  and  producers  required  the  co-ordinating  assistance  of  a 
National  Association,  which  would  concentrate  and  weld  together  the  efforts 
which  each  trade  exerted  through  its  trade  association,  so  that  manufacturers 
might  be  enabled  to  speak  and  act  in  a  manner  commensurate  with  their 
strength  and  importance.  The  national  needs  during  the  war,  and,  still 
more,  the  problems  which  would  have  to  be  faced  when  the  war  was  over, 
necessitated  the  formation  of  a  strong  central  organisation,  representative  of 
British  manufacturers  and  producers  as  a  whole. 

These  considerations  led  to  the  inauguration  of  the  Federation  of 
British  Industries  in  the  summer  of  19 1 6.  The  support  of  the  leading 
manufacturers  and  producers  in  the  country  was  at  once  given  to  the  new 
body,  and  it  rapidly  succeeded  in  establishing  itself  as  the  only  organisation 
which  could  claim  to  represent  the  views  of  the  manufacturing  section  of  the 
community  as  a  whole.  In  the  short  period  of  four  years,  it  has  enrolled 
no  fewer  than  thirteen  hundred  direct  members,  including  some  200  trade 
associations,  and  is  in  direct  or  indirect  touch  with  at  least  20,000  British 
manufacturers,  covering  every  industry  in  the  country. 

This  large  membership  has  been  accelerated  by  the  absorption  in  the 
Federation  of  other  bodies  having  similar  or  cognate  objects.  Early  in  19 17, 
the  Employers'  Parliamentary  Association  merged  its  identity  in  that  of  the 
Federation.  Twelve  months  later,  the  Central  Council  of  Associations  of 
Controlled  Establishments — an  organisation  formed  to  watch  the  interests 
of  firms  which  were  under  Government  control  during  the  war — handed 
over  its  functions  to  the  Federation  of  British  Industries,  and  on  the  con- 
clusion of  the  war,  the  Overseas  Organisation  of  the  Federation  absorbed  the 
British  Manufacturers'  Corporation,  which  had  been  established  to  develop 
British  trade  in  foreign  countries. 

The  membership  consists  of  two  classes — Trade  Associations  and 
Individual    Firms.       All   members    must    be   wholly    British    and    must    be 
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manufacturers  or  producers  of  commodities  for  sale,  or  engaged  in  an 
industry,  serving  the  needs  of  manufacturers  and  producers. 

The  members  are  organised  on  both  an  industrial  and  a  geographical 
basis.  As  is  described  later  in  this  volume,  they  have  divided  themselves 
into  20  Main  Industrial  Groups,  each  Group  consisting  of  all  the  members 
engaged  in  any  one  Main  Industry.  These  Main  Groups  in  turn  are  divided 
into  Sub-Groups  corresponding  to  the  principal  trade  divisions  in  each 
industry,  and  where  necessary,  each  Sub-Group  is  again  divided  into  Sections, 
representing  particular  sub-divisions  of  each  trade.  Members  themselves 
choose  to  which  Groups,  Sub-Groups  and  Sections  they  will  belong.  As 
is  shown  below,  each  Main  Group  and  Sub-Group  elects  its  own  representatives 
upon  the  Grand  Council  and  Executive  Committee  of  the  Federation. 

For  convenience  of  internal  organisation  and  for  dealing  with  local 
matters,  the  members  are  also  organised  geographically  in  i8  Districts.  Each 
District  has  a  local  office  and  Secretary,  and  a  District  Committee  \  elected 
by  members  resident  in  the  District. 

The  constitution  of  the  Grand  Council  and  Executive  Committee  is 
given  elsewhere  in  this  book,  and  it  will  not  therefore  be  necessary  to  enter 
into  details  in  this  survey.  It  should,  however,  be  pointed  out  that  these 
governing  bodies  are  elected  upon  a  basis  which  has  been  designed  to  give 
the  largest  and  most  democratic  representation  of  the  members. 

The  detailed  work  of  the  Federation  is  carried  out  by  standing  Sub- 
Committees,  appointed  by  the  Executive  Committee.  Each  Sub-Committee 
consists  as  a  rule  of  one  representative  of  each  Main  Group,  with  the  addition 
of  a  few  specially  qualified  members.  Each  Sub-Committee  controls  its 
own  sphere  of  activities,  such  as  Management,  Overseas  Trade,  Transport, 
Parliamentary  Work,  Taxation,  etc.,  subject  to  the  general  supervision  and 
control  of  the  Executive  Committee.  In  addition  to  these  standing  Sub- 
Committees,  special  ad  hoc  Sub-Committees  are  appointed  by  the  Grand 
Council  and  Executive  Committee  from  time  to  time  to  examine  into  and 
report  upon  particular  problems. 

The  work  of  the  Federation  Committees  is  naturally  devoted  in  the 
main  to  questions  of  policy,  but  the  assistance  which  it  is  in  a  position  to 
render  to  its  members  is  not  restricted  to  this.  In  the  four  years  of  its  existence, 
it  has  built  up  a  large  range  of  personal  services  for  the  benefit  of  individual 
firms,  which  has  resulted  in  saving  its  members  an  incalculable  amount  of 
time,  trouble,  and  money.  It  has  amassed  from  a  great  number  of  sources 
a  volume  of  information  on  industrial  subjects  which  is  unique  in  its  extent 
and  variety,  and  in  many  ways  is  able  to  act  on  a  member's  behalf  in  both 
London  and  other  parts  of  the  countrv,  as  well  as  abroad. 

The  details  of  the  various  services  are  to  a  great  extent  set  out  in  the 
pages  which  follow.  The  Overseas  Organisation  alone  has  whole  or  part- 
time  representatives  in  all  parts  of  the  world,  who,  in  addition  to  reporting 
on  movements  and  methods  of  trade,  act  as  intelligence  officers  for  the  British 
manufacturer.  Brief  reference  will  suffice  for  help  given  in  matters  of  Trans- 
port, Shipping,  Fuel,  Taxation,  Rating,  Education,  Employment,  Housing, 
Statistics,  Status  Reports,  General  Information,  and  all  questions  of  difficulty 
arising  with  Government  Departments.     Enough  has  been  said  to  show  the 
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Utility  of  the  help  which  such  an  Organisation  can  offer  to  individual  firms 
included  in  its  membership. 

The  Federation  is,  however,  more  than  a  co-operative  society  for 
mutual  help  :  it  is  a  vast  National  Institution.  It  has  gained  for  the  manu- 
facturers and  producers  of  the  United  Kingdom  a  status  and  prestige  which 
they  never  before  possessed.  The  Government  and  the  country  at  large 
need  an  organisation  to  which  they  can  refer  for  information  and  advice, 
with  the  knowledge  that  they  can  obtain  thereby  the  opinion  of  industry 
as  a  whole.  Free  advantage  of  this  opportunity  is  taken,  and  there  is  now 
scarcely  a  subject  of  industrial  interest  that  has  to  be  dealt  with  by  the 
Government,  upon  which  the  assistance  of  the  Federation  is  not  sought. 
During  the  war,  when  the  Government  was  assisted  by  numerous  advisory 
committees,  the  Federation  was  invariably  strongly  represented,  and  now 
that  the  war  is  over,  the  Federation  is  continually  approached  by  one  Govern- 
ment Department  after  another  for  information  and  guidance  as  to  the  effect 
which  any  proposed  action  is  likely  to  have  upon  the  industrial  community. 
The  Federation  never  seeks  to  impose  itself  upon  the  Government,  realising, 
as  it  does,  that  they  must  represent  the  nation  as  a  whole  and  not  merely 
any  individual  section,  however  strong  ;  its  aim  is  to  help  the  Government, 
and  by  its  action  both  in  Parliament  and  outside,  to  safeguard  the  interests 
of  manufacturers,  which  to  so  large  an  extent  represent  also  the  best  interests 
of  the  nation  itself. 

The  Federation  is  still  only  in  its  infancy.  In  four  years  by  its  activities 
during  the  war  and  throughout  the  period  of  reconstruction,  it  has  won  for 
itself  an  unrivalled  position  as  the  mouthpiece  of  British  manufacturers.  It 
looks  forward  in  confidence  to  a  continued  period  of  usefulness  in  assisting 
the  re-establishment  of  normal  conditions  of  trade  throughout  the  world, 
and  the  maintenance  of  the  long  renowned  industrial  position  of  the  British 
people.

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INDUSTRIAL  GROUPING  SYSTEM 

ADOPTED  BY  THE 

FEDERATION  a/BRITISH  INDUSTRIES 


THE  Industrial  Grouping  System  of  the  Federation  was  originally  under- 
taken as  a  constitutional  measure.  In  its  early  days  the  Federation 
was  governed  by  a  self-constituted  Council,  but  with  its  growth  in 
size  and  importance,  it  was  felt  that  this  should  be  replaced  by  a  more 
democratic  system.  A  Committee,  representing  all  the  leading  indus- 
tries in  the  country,  was  accordingly  entrusted  with  the  task  of  drawing  up 
a  constitution,  and  as  a  result  of  their  deliberations,  it  was  decided  that  the 

Members  of  the  Federation  should  divide  themselves  into  a  series  of  groups, 
each  group  representing  an  important  national  industry,  and  that  from  these 
groups,  the  governing  bodies  of  the  Federation  should  be  elected.  The 
number  of  groups  is  elastic,  and  is  enlarged  from  time  to  time,  as  new  members 
join  the  Federation  and  as  other  circumstances  appear  to  warrant.  Each 
group,  moreover,  is  entitled,  subject  to  the  confirmation  of  the  Management 
Committee,  to  sub-divide  itself  into  sub-groups,  in  order  that  the  interests 
of  the  various  trades  covered  by  a  main  industrial  group  may  be  adequately 
considered.  This  industrial  grouping,  devised  as  a  constitutional  scheme,  has 
proved  an  efficacious  and  democratic  means  of  enabling  the  Federation  to 
obtain  the  representative  views  of  each  trade  or  industry  upon  any  of  the 
national  questions  with  which  it  has  to  deal,  and  the  importance  of  such  a 
system  in  counteracting  any  tendency  to  over-centralisation  can  hardly  be 
exaggerated.  Moreover,  it  supplies  a  speedy  and  efficient  method  of  dis- 
seminating information  to  those  Members  who  are  most  likely  to  benefit  by  it. 

The  Groups,  with  their  Sub-Groups,  are  herewith  set  forth. 


GROUP  I. 

Mining  and  Quarrying. 

Sub-Groups. 

1.  Quarrying—

Home  Industries  Department 

of  the 
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THE  Home  Industries  Departments  of  the  Federation  deal  with  all 
questions  affecting  production  and  distribution  in  the  Home 
Market. 

In  regard  to  Production,  their  activities  are  limited  by  the  fact 
that  the  Federation  takes  no  part  in  labour  questions.  It  has,  however, 
been  found  essential  to  keep  in  touch  with  developments  on  the  labour  side, 
as  these  re-act  so  strongly  both  on  commercial  and  political  questions. 

There  is  a  Parliamentary  Department  which  deals  with  legislation 
affecting  industry,  and,  as  this  may  most  conveniently  be  described  in 
connection  with  the  Home  Industries  Department,  a  detailed  reference  to 
it  will  be  found  under  this  heading  (see  page  21). 

For  the  rest,  these  Departments  deal  with  such  questions  as  housing  ; 
trade  organisation  ;  the  collection  of  accurate  information  in  regard  to  labour 
questions  ;  education ;  fuel  and  power ;  various  aspects  of  the  transport 
problem,  in  connection  with  which  there  are  special  expert  departments 
dealing  with  railway  and  shipping  questions. 

There  is  also  a  Commercial  Department,  which  deals  with  questions 
relating  to  the  imports  of  raw  materials  and  all  general  questions  connected 
with  selling  in  the  Home  market. 

In  all  these  branches  of  activity,  work  falls  under  two  headings.  The 
first  includes  questions  of  general  policy,  such,  as  those  which  have  arisen 
recently  in  relation  to  the  Anti-Dumping  Bill,  the  revision  of  the  railway  rates, 
the  Bills  regarding  the  supply  of  electricity  and  gas,  the  application  of  the 
scheme  for  continued  education  under  the  Fisher  Act,  etc. 

The  other  side  is  that  which  deals  with  practical  co-operation.  The 
most  interesting  developments  in  this  respect  are  those  connected  with  the 
economy  of  fuel,  and  with  the  provision  of  expert  advice  in  regard  to 
co-operative  housing  schemes,  assessment  for  local  rates,  and  railway  and 
shipping  difficulties.  The  establishment  of  an  Employment  Bureau  for  higher 
staff  appointments  mav  also  be  mentioned. 

The  possibilities  of  co-operation  of  this  kind  have  not  yet  been  fully 
explored.  Indeed,  the  movement  may  be  said  to  be  only  in  its  initial  stages. 
The  possibilities  are  almost  infinite,  and,  with  the  assistance  of  members, 
should  be  capable  of  rapid  development. 

Finally,  mention  should  be  made  of  the  Intelligence  Department, 
which  acts  as  the  feeder  to  all  the  different  sections,  keeping  ceaseless  watch 
for  information  on  the  huge  variety  of  subjects  with  which  the  different 
departments  deal ;  the  organisation  of  this  department  is  on  novel  lines,  and 
it  has  already  attained  a  remarkable  degree  of  efficiency  and  a  wonderfully 
wide   scope. 


_  \ 
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Education   and   Production 

IT  may  be  advisable  to  consider  first  the  work  of  the  Production  Depart- 
ment, concerned  with  factors  affecting  production  which  may  be 
regarded  as  distinct  from  labour  and  commercial  factors. 
When  the  Miners'  Commission  was  being  held  in  1919,  evidence  was 
prepared  showing  the  cumulative  effect  ot  increasing  coal  prices  in  the  various 
branches  of  industry.  This  evidence  was  presented  to  the  Commission,  and 
similar  figures  were  used  by  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  and  other 
Cabinet  Ministers  when  speaking  on  the  question.  It  can  be  truthfully 
asserted  that  it  was  only  by  the  existence  of  the  Federation,  representing  all 
branches  of  Industry,  that  such  evidence  was  possible  in  the  short  time 
available  for  its  collation. 


Education. 

When  the  Fisher  Bill  of  191 8,  which 
created  many  new  educational  developments, 
was  introduced,  the  Federation  policy  was 
one  of  suggesting  to  the  authorities  the 
advisability  of  not  proceeding  with  undue 
haste,  especially  as  there  was  no  likelihood 
of  knowing  the  social  and  economic  position 
of  England  after  the  war.  The  Federation 
felt  that  the  time  was  inopportune  for  the 
immediate  and  general  introduction  of 
compulsory  continued  education,  and  strongly 
advocated  in  place  thereof  the  introduction 
of  a  large  increase  in  improved  facilities  for 
elementary  and  voluntary  continued  educa- 
tion. Through  the  activities  of  the  Federa- 
tion, in  conjunction  with  other  representative 
bodies,  a  compromise  was  effected,  and  the 
whole  policy,  whilst  not  altered  in  detail,  was 
to  become  operative  only  in  sections,  thus 
avoiding  at  any  rate  a  little  of  the  confusion 
which  would  have  arisen  if  the  whole  scheme 
had  been  introduced  at  once. 

Since  that  time  the  Education  Committee 
of  the  Federation  has  carefully  considered 
the  application  of  the  scheme  to  industry, 
and  its  first  Report  on  Compulsory  Continued 
Education  has  met  with  a  magnificent  re- 
ception from  all  bodies  and  men  who  have 
the  development  of  English  education  at 
heart.  It  may  be  regarded  as  the  standard 
treatise ,  on  the  subject.  The  Committee 
are  now  considering  the  question  of  Tech- 
nical Education,  and  a  most  comprehensive 
and  thorough  survey  is  being  made,  not  only 
in  each  industry  in  the  United  Kingdom,  but 
also  a  comparative  study  in  the  chief  foreign 
countries,  such  as  the  U.S.A.,  France, 
Germany,  etc. 


This  work  has  meant  the  compilation  of  an 
immense  amount  of  detail.  This  has  been 
carefully  abstracted  and  placed  in  such  .a 
form  that  a  manufacturer  who  wishes  for 
enlightenment  on  any  question  connected 
with  education  is  able  to  obtain  accurate 
and  up-to-date  information  at  once. 

Research. 

Conferences  of  representatives  of  the 
various  industries  setting  up  Associations 
have  been  held,  and,  as  a  result,  it  has  been 
possible  to  clear  away  many  difficulties 
which  seemed  to  be  obstructing  the  speedy 
formation  of  these  Research  xA-ssociations. 

Employment  Bureau. 

Another  activity  of  national  importance 
is  the  setting  up  of  a  Clearing  House  for 
students  recommended  by  the  University 
Appointments  Boards.  Up  to  the  present, 
through  this  Employment  Bureau,  it  has 
been  possible  to  introduce  employees  to 
manufacturers  for  staff  and  managerial 
positions.  The  value  of  this  activity  is 
becoming  more  and  more  realised  by  manu- 
facturers. 

Another  interesting  step  has  been  the 
introduction  of  Overseas  Students  into 
British  Works.  This  policy  was  first  intro- 
duced while  the  Dominion  troops  were  in 
England  awaiting  demobilisation,  and  has 
been  continued  as  a  result  of  the  interest 
aroused  in  British  Production  by  the  Com- 
mercial Tours  organized  by  the  Overseas 
Department  of  the  Federation. 

Coal. 

The  coal  situation  has  created  many 
difficulties  for  manufacturers,  and  the  im- 
portance   of    the    question    necessitated    the 
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setting  up  of  committees  to  deal  with  the 
various   aspects. 

The  Coal  Committee  is  essentially  a  policy 
Committee,  and  its  work  will  lie  in  bringing 
the  industrial  requirements  to  the  notice  of 
the  authorities,  and  for  this  purpose  it  is 
empowered  to  collaborate  with  such  bodies 
as  the  Mining  Association,  when  necessary. 

A  special  technical  committee,  the  Fuel 
Economy  Committee,  has  also  been  con- 
stituted for  the  purpose  of  disseminating 
information  on  the  best  methods  of  fuel 
utilisation.  The  Committee  has  drafted  a 
scheme  for  the  practical  assistance  of  manu- 
facturers, involving  the  appointment  of  a 
technical  a'ssistant  with  expert  knowledge  of 
fuel  questions. 

The  Coal  Committee,  faced  with  the  un- 
fortunate position  arising  out  of  the  war 
period,  coupled  with  control,  has  decided 
that  the  question  of  quality  is  the  most 
pressing,  and  before  it  could  prosecute  a 
policy  of  allocation  of  coal  according  to 
quality  required  for  the  particular  purpose, 
it  decided  that  definite  data  should  be 
obtained.  In  conjunction  with  the  Fuel 
Economy  Committee  a  questionnaire  was 
distributed  to  manufacturers.  The  results 
should  show  the  various  amounts  of  specific 
quality  actually  required  for  definite  pur- 
poses, and  this  data  will  be  used  for  the 
purpose  of  advancing  a  policy  of  quality 
allocation  of  coal  and  coke. 

Electricity. 

When  Parliamentary  ^Measures  of  import- 
ance to  manufacturers  dealing  with  electric 


power,  etc.,  are  introduced,  technical  com- 
mittees are  formed  to  consider  the  same,  and 
steps  taken  to  ensure  that  the  Committees' 
recommendations  are  adequately  considered 
in  Parliament,  with  the  result  that  manu- 
facturing interests  are  safeguarded.  As  an 
example,  reference  may  be  made  to  the 
Electricity  Supply  Bill,  1919,  during  the 
passage  of  which  amendments  of  great  im- 
portance which  had  been  drafted  by  the 
Federation  Committee  were  accepted  by  the 
Government.  Similar  action  will  be  taken 
in  regard  to  gas  and  hydro-electric  power. 

Industrial  Art. 

Another  interesting  activity  has  been  the 
bringing  of  textile  and  other  interested 
manufacturers  into  touch  with  artists  of 
distinction  who  are  specializing  in  industrial 
design. 

Patent  Rights. 

Valuable  propositions  in  regard  to  Patent 
Rights  and  other  matters  have  also  been 
brought  to  the  notice  qf  firms  likely  to  be 
interested. 


Scientific  Management, 

This  Department  makes  it  its  duty  to 
keep  abreast  with  all  developments  regarding 
the  principles  of  scientific  management  and 
also  connected  subjects,  such  as  costings, 
the  policy  in  such  cases  being  to  endeavour 
to  create  co-operative  interchange  between 
manufacturers. 


Labour 

ALTHOUGH   the   Federation   has   refrained   from   deahng   directly  with 
questions   of  wages   and   conditions   of   employmentj   it   has   played   a 
prominent  part  in  seeking  for  the  solution  to  the  great  labour  problems 
of  the  day. 

The  questions  of  NationaHsation  and  the  Future  Control  of  Industry 
have  been  made  the  subject  of  an  elaborate  and  comprehensive  enquiry  by 
a  Committee  of  experts  on  which  all  the  important  manufacturing  industries 
of  the  country  were  represented.  This  Committee  was  appointed  to  invite 
evidence  and  the  views  of  the  different  trades  on  the  question  of  Nationalisation, 
and  to  draw  up  reasoned  recommendations  with  regard  to  the  future  control 
of  industry.     Its   conclusions  w^ere   embodied  in   a  report  which  was   issued 
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by  the  Executive  of  the  Federation  in  July,  1919,  under  the  title,  "  The  Control 
of  Industry." 

This  document  represents  the  most  important  pronouncement  which 
has  yet  been  made  by  the  manufacturers  of  Great  Britain  on  the  present 
demands  and  theories  of  Labour. 


Joint  Industrial  Councils. 

The  Federation  has  continuously  sup- 
ported the  formation  of  Joint  Industrial 
Councils  along  the  lines  of  the  recommenda- 
tions of  the  first  report  of  the  Whitley 
Committee,  and  was  specially  invited  by  the 
Minister  of  Reconstruction  to  assist  in  the 
formation  of  Interim  Industrial  Recon- 
struction Committees. 

The  Labour  Department  maintains  a  close 
liason  with  the  various  Government  Depart- 
ments, and  has  frequently  been  consulted 
by  them  in  dealing  with  important  problems 
arising  out  of  the  transition  from  war  to 
peace  conditions — such  as  Emigration,  De- 
mobilisation, and  Employment  of  disabled 
sailors  and  soldiers. 

The  Department  acts  as  a  general  infor- 
mation bureau  on  all  labour  subjects  and  is 
kept  fully  supplied  with  the  most  up-to-date 
information  regarding  the  general  labour 
situation,  and  a  special  study  is  made  of  all 
important  Labour  developments,  not  only 
in  the  different  industries  in  Great  Britain, 
but  also  in  all  the  important  countries  of  the 


world.  By  this  means,  the  Department  is 
able  to  supply  members,  on  application,  with 
almost  any  kind  of  information  which  they 
may  require   on   Labour   questions. 

In  order  to  enable  the  Federation  to 
promote  a  progressive  policy  on  all  these 
matters  of  general  interest  which  affect 
labour  without  directly  involving  questions 
of  wages  and  conditions  of  employment, 
arrangements  have  been  made  with  the 
recently  formed  National  Confederation  of 
Employers'  Organisations  dealing  with 
Labour  matters,  and  a  Joint  Liason  Com- 
mittee has  been  appointed  which  meets 
every  month  to  consider  current  problems. 

Finally,  the  Federation  has  taken  practical 
steps  towards  bringing  about  a  real  co- 
operation of  Capital  and  Labour  by  assisting 
in  the  formation  of  the  National  Alliance 
of  Employers  and  Employed.  This  body 
consists  of  representatives  of  employers' 
organisations  and  trade  unions,  and  prac- 
tically all  the  employers  on  the  Executive 
Committee  are  Members  of  the  Federation. 


Housing 

OF  all  the  problems  which  had  to  be  confronted  at  the  end  of  the  war, 
one  of  the  greatest  and  most  urgent  was  that  of  Housing.     Even  before 
the  outbreak  of    hostilities,  the  housing  of  the  workers  in  this  country 
was  very  far  short  of  a  decent  standard.     The  war  intensified  these  bad  con- 
ditions, making  it  impossible  to  build  new  houses  to  meet  the  normal  increase 
of  population  or  to  keep,  up  the  existing  supply  by  adequate  repairs. 


Early  in  1918,  the  Federation  appointed 
a  special  committee  to  consider  how  far 
manufacturers  could  assist  in  remedying 
these  evils. 

The  problem  was  plainly  one  which  re- 
quired bold  handling,  and  though  it  was 
clear  that  the  major  share  of  the  building 
would  have  to  be  carried  out  by  the  State 
through  Local  Authorities,  the  problem  was 
so  vast  that  municipal  building  unaided 
would  be  unable  to  cope  with  it. 

It  was  evident,  too,  that  private  enter- 
prise would  not  be  able  to  contribute  sub- 


stantially to  the  solution  of  the  problem, 
without  assistance  from  the  State  on  a  scale 
which  Parliament  would  be  very  unlikely 
to  sanction.  Fortunately,  there  was  an 
alternative.  Before  the  war  there  had  been 
evolved  a  class  of  co-operative  building  com- 
pany technically  known  as  a  "  Public  L^tility 
Society." 

Housing  in  Industrial  Districts, 

These  Societies  arc  peculiarly  well  suited 
for  the  provision  of  housing  accommodation 
in  industrial  districts,  for  they  enable  both 
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employers  and  workpeople  to  take  a  hand 
in  the  solution  of  the  problem.  The  em- 
ployers can  contribute  money  by  means  of 
loan  stock  and  the  men  are  interested  as 
tenant  shareholders  and  are  able,  through 
Tenants'  Committees,  to  have  a  large  share 
in  the  management  of  the  Society. 

Moreover,  the  principle  of  assisting  these 
societies  out  of  public  funds  had  been 
sanctioned  by  Act  of  Parliament  before  the 
war. 

The  Committee  were  strongly  impressed 
by  the  importance  of  securing  the  support 
of  Labour  to  their  proposals,  and  accordingly 
approached  the  National  Alliance  of  Em- 
ployers and  Employed.  As  a  result,  a  Joint 
Committee  with  the  Labour  side  of  the 
Executive  of  that  body  was  formed  in 
September,    1918. 

This  Joint  Committee  made  arrangements 
for  a  deputation  to  wait  on  the  then  President 
of  the  Local  Government  Board  with  the 
object  of  obtaining  an  assurance  from  the 
Government  that  in  the  forthcoming  Housing 


Bill,  Public  Utility  Societies  would  be 
granted  terms  at  least  as  favourable  as  those 
accorded  to  local  authorities.  The  result 
of  this  deputation  was  that  the  Government 
agreed  that  equal  terms  should  be  given. 
But  when  the  Housing  Bill  of  1 91 9  was 
introduced  by  Dr.  Addison,  it  was  found 
that  this  pledge  had  not  been  kept. 

The  Joint  Committee  continued,  however, 
to  press  their  views  on  the  Government, 
and,  finally,  in  the  Housing  (Additional 
Powers)  Act,  1919,  succeeded  in  securing 
sufficiently  favourable  terms  to  enable  Public 
Utility  Societies  to  commence  work. 

The  Federation  is  accordingly  urging 
manufacturers  and  others  who  are  contem- 
plating the  erection  of  working  class  houses 
to  take  advantage  of  the  assistance  provided 
under  this  Act. 

Literature  explaining  how  Public  Utility 
Societies  may  be  formed,  and  how  they 
may  carry  out  their  work,  has  been  prepared 
and  circulated,  and  an  expert  advisor  has 
been  retained  to  assist  and  advise  members. 


Trade   Organisation 

THE  considered    policy  of  the  Federation  of  British  Industries  since  its 
inception   has    been    to    foster    and    encourage    the   Trade   Association 
movement   in   this   country,   and   to   offer   assistance   to   manufacturers 
in  the  formation  of  trade  associations  in  respect  of  such  industries  as  are 
unorganised  at  the  present  time. 

With  this  object  in  view,  a  special  Com- 
mittee of  the  Federation  has  been  appointed, 
which  is  ready  at  any  time  to  consider  any 
enquiries  or  requests  for  assistance  or  advice 
as  regards  the  formation  of  trade  associations. 
It  is  prepared  to  arrange  for  personal  discussions 
with  the  representatives  of  any  trade  which 
may  contemplate  taking  steps  to  organise 
a  trade  association,  or  improve  its  existing 
system  of  organisation. 
^■^Committees  have  also  been  apppointed  for 


deahng  with  such  questions  as  the  Legal 
Status  of  Associations  ;  the  State  Regulation 
of  Prices  ;  and  the  General  Organisation  of 
Industry. 

In  addition,  the  Trade  Organisation 
Department  makes  a  special  study  of  the 
various  types  of  association  existing  in  the 
different  industries  throughout  the  world, 
and  deals  with  a  wide  range  of  industrial 
questions,  involving  different  aspects  of  the 
problem  of  Trade  Organisation. 


Parliamentary 

THE  ParHamentary  activities  of  the  Federation  are  confined  to  watching 
legislation  which  affects   Industry,   and  taking  such  action   as  may  be 
necessary.     The  Federation  does  not,  and  cannot,  under  its  rules,  interest 
itself  in  Politics. 

The  Parliamentary  Department  works   under   a   representative   Com- 
mittee, which  meets  as  required  at  the  Head  Office  when  Parliament  is  in 
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session,  and  scrutinises  all  Bills  which  can  possibly  be  of  interest  to  manu- 
facturers. In  addition,  this  Committee  is  guided  by  reports  and  recom- 
mendations from  other  expert  committees  of  the  Federation  who  specialise 
in  dealing  with  such  subjects  as  Transport,  Electricity,  Patents,  Trade  Marks, 
etc. 


Taxation. 

The  Parliamentary  Department  has  made 
a  special  point  of  giving  the  subject  of 
taxation  most  careful  and  exhaustive  con- 
sideration, and  the  influence  exerted  by  the 
Federation  in  1919  in  this  direction  has 
been  productive  of  results  in  accord  wdth 
the  unanimous  views  of  its  members. 

Representations  have  been  made  to  the 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  in  opposi- 
tion to  a  levy  on  capital  in  any  form,  pointing 
out  that  the  only  sound  principle  for  raising 
Revenue  for  whatever  purpose  it  may  be 
required  is  to  seek  its  provision  out  of 
income.  In  conformity  with  this  principle, 
a  basis  for  meeting  the  needs  of  the  Ex- 
chequer was  submitted  which  would  prove 
least  harmful  to  the  development  and 
extension  of  industry. 

In  regard  to  recent  legislation,  at  the 
instigation  of  the  Federation  several  amend- 
ments were  introduced  in  the  INIinistry  of 
Transport  Act,  the  Trade  Marks  Act,  the 
Patents  and  Designs  Act,  and  the  Electricity 
Supply  Act. 

Assistance  to  Individual 
Members. 

In  addition  to  the  work  carried  out  in 
connection  with  legislation,  the  Department 


has  rendered  valuable  service  to  individual 
Members  in  difficulties  which  have  arisen 
between  them  and  Government  Departments. 

The  assistance  thus  given  has  ranged  over 
a  wide  field,  and  only  a  few  instances  need 
be  given.  Several  Members  have  found 
that  payment  of  Excess  Profits  Duty  has 
presented  considerable  hardships,  mainly 
because  of  heavy  expenditures  necessitated 
by  the  war  for  the  extensions  to  buildings, 
plant  and  machinery.  In  a  large  number 
of  these  cases,  the  Federation  has  been  able 
to  arrange  for  the  Duty  to  be  paid  by 
instalments. 

In  regard  to  Income  Tax,  points  of  prac- 
tice and  ratings  affecting  industry  and  matters 
relating  to  depreciation,  obsolescence,  special 
writings-off,  allowable  deductions,  post-war 
valuations,  have  all  been  satisfactorily  dealt 
with  and  greatly  appreciated  by  individual 
Members. 

Similarly  in  regard  to  Government  Con- 
tracts, claims  for  advance  in  contract  prices 
to  meet  increases  in  wages  and  cost  of 
material,  questions  of  investigation  of  costs, 
percentage  of  profit,  allowance  for  establish- 
ment charges,  prompter  payment  of  out- 
standing accounts,  interest  on  overdue 
accounts,  have  all  been  dealt  with  success- 
fully. 


Transport 


THE  Transport  Department  deals  with  all  questions  affecting  the  transit 
of  goods  between  the  Manufacturer  and  the  Buyer,  except  in  so  far  as 
shipping  to  foreign  countries  or  the  Colonies  is  concerned. 

The  Department  is  closely  in  touch  both  with  the  operative  and  with 
the  commercial  sides  of  the  Railway  Companies,  and  is  thus  enabled  to  take 
prompt  action  in  all  cases  of  difficulty  reported  by  Members.  It  is  also  in 
touch  with  the  Ministry  of  Transport,  and  by  this  means  ensures  effective 
action  being  taken  in  the  case  of  Members*  grievances. 
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General  questions  in  connection  with  transport  by  rail,  road,  canal 
or  coastwise  shipping  are  dealt  with  by  the  Transport  Committees  of  the 
Federation,  upon  which  the  benefit  of  the  advice  of  transport  experts  through- 
out the  country  is  secured.  Complex  questions  of  transportation  law  affecting 
the  interests  of  the  trading  community  generally  are  referred  to  the  Federation's 
legal  advisers,  and  close  co-operation  is  maintained  with  the  Traders'  Traffic 
Conference  and  Mansion  House  Association. 


A  draft  Bill  was  introduced  in  the  House 
of  Commons,  and  although  it  did  not 
become  law,  it  brought  prominently  before 
the  public,  the  Government,  and  the  House 
of  Commons,  the  fundamental  principles 
which  must  be  observed  if  the  railways  are 
to  meet  the  needs  of  the  commercial  com- 
munity. It  is  safe  to  say  that  much  of 
this  Bill  must  inevitably  be  included  in 
whatever  measure  the  Government  ulti- 
mately introduces  to  regulate  the  operation 
of  the  railways.  The  Transport  Committees 
also  dealt  exhaustively  with  the  Transport 
Act  when  it  was  before  Parliament,  and,  as 
a  result  of  their  labours,  many  useful  amend- 
ments were  secured.  Consequent  upon  all 
these  activities  reports  have  been  issued 
on  Road  and  Canal  Transport. 

The  F.B.I,  was  one  of  the  four  bodies 
consulted  by  the  Minister  of  Transport  in 
connection  with  the  proposed  revision  of  the 
railway  rates  and  conditions,  and  a  full 
reply  to  the  inquiry  was  prepared  and 
forwarded  in  communication  with  the 
Association  of  Chambers  of  Commerce,  the 
Mining  Association  of  Great  Britain  and 
Ireland,  and  the  Central  Chamber  of  Agri- 
culture. 

Subsequently  the  Federation  was  called 
upon  to  open  the  inquiry  on  behalf  of  the 
traders  before  the  Rates  Advisory  Committee. 

The  policy  of  the  Department  is  directed 
towards  securing  the  smooth  working  of 
the  transportation  system  of  the  country. 
A  fruitful  source  of  delay  and  dissatisfaction 
in  the  past  w^as  a  lack  of  co-operation  between 


the  local  officials  concerned,  and  as  a  result, 
complaints  have  been  directed  on  the  part 
of  traders  to  the  Railway  Company  Head- 
quarters instead  of  being  dealt  with 
locally.  With  the  assistance  of  the  Dis- 
trict Secretaries  of  the  Federation,  steps 
are  now  being  taken  to  ensure  that  com- 
plaints involving  questions  of  working  rather 
than  of  general  principle,  are  thrashed  out 
with  the  district  railway  and  other  trans- 
portation officials,  before  being  brought  to 
Headquarters,  and  this  policy  is  already 
producing  good  results. 


Shipping  Bureau. 

A  Shipping  Bureau  has  now  been  added 
to  the  activities  of  the  Federation.  The 
Head  of  the  Bureau  (who  has  had  practical 
experience  in  Shipping  business)  is  pre- 
pared to  advise  ^Members  and  render 
them  all  assistance  possible  on  any  questions 
arising  on  shipping  matters.  Members  who 
may  be  experiencing  difficulties  in  con- 
nection with  their  shipments  to  any  part 
of  the  world  are  invited  to  communicate 
with  the  Bureau. 

Freight  rates,  outwards  and  homewards, 
and  reliable  information  with  regard  to 
routes,  sailings,  documents  and  papers,  etc., 
are   furnished   on   application. 

The  Bureau  is  in  close  touch  with  all  the 
Shipping  Companies  and  through  the  Bureau 
the  Federation  is  in  a  position  to  take  up 
with  the  Companies  any  questions  of  general 
importance  affecting  its  Members. 


Intelligence 

THE  work  of  the  Intelligence  Department  consists  essentially  in  collecting, 
co-ordinating    and    disseminating    information    on    all    matters    which 
are  or  may  be  of  interest  to  Industry  in  general,  and  to  the  Federation 
and  its  Members  in  particular.     The  Department  is  in  touch  with  about  500 
institutions  and  people  in  London  alone,  all  of  whom  are  experts  in  the  various 
subjects  which  they  represent.     These  Correspondents  include  most  Learned 
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Societies,  Chambers  of  Commerce,  Foreign  Consuls  and  Libraries,  as  well  as 
many  private  individuals,  w^ho  are  established  as  authorities  on  particular 
matters.  In  addition,  the  Department  is  in  close  touch  with  many  Chambers 
of  Commerce  and  even  foreign  Legations  abroad. 


Thus  the  work  of  this  Department  is, 
first  to  render  personal  service  to  Members 
by  obtaining  for  them  information  on  any 
subject  ;  and,  secondly,  to  do  the  same  work 
for  other  Departments  within  the  Federation. 
It  is  divided  into  the  following  sections  : — 

(i)  The  Enquiry  Department,  which  deals 
with  enquiries  which  can  be  answered 
shortly.  This  Department  acts  in  close 
touch  with  a  large  number  of  Associations, 
Learned  Societies  and  individual  experts 
on  all  matters  of  general  interest  to 
Industry. 

(2)  The  Research  Department  deals  with 
matters  involving  greater  research.  It 
produces  niemoranda  and  reports  on 
economic  questions,  sources  of  supply  of 
various  Raw  Materials,  etc. 

(3)  The  General  Index,  wherein  is  recorded 
all  information  coming  into  the  Federation 
on  a  variety  of  subjects  in  such  a  manner 
that  it  can  easily  be  traced  at  short  notice. 

(4)  The  Reference  Library,  which  also 
has  its  own  Press  Cutting  system.  It 
circulates  and  annotates  some  240  papers 
and  periodicals  to  the  different  depart- 
ments of  the  Federation,  and  on  their 
return,  passes  them  to  the  General  Index 
for  fihng  and  indexing. 

(5)  The  Exchange.  The  Head  of  the  Depart- 
ment is  Secretary  of  the  Federation 
Committee  on  the  question  of  Exchange, 
and  the  Department  obtains  the  latest 
information  on  Exchange  and  the  cost  of 
Raw  Materials  available. 

(6)  Co-Ordination  of  Statistics. — The 
Head  of  this  Department  is  Secretary  to 
the  Federation  Committee  on  the  Co- 
ordination of  Statistics.  This  Committee 
has  been  successful  in  obtaining  numerous 
improvements  in  the  form  of  the  headings 
used  by  the  British  Board  of  Trade  for 
collection  of  statistics.  One  of  the 
Committee's  chief  objects  is  to  obtain  all 


the  facts  available  on  any  subject  of 
interest  either  to  individual  Members  or 
to  the  Federation  as  a  whole,  so  as  to 
enable  the  Members  of  the  Federation  to 
shape  its  policy  in  accordance  with  those 
facts. 

The  principle  on  which  the  Department 
works  is  to  keep  in  the  closest  touch  with 
experts  in  England  or,  if  necessary,  abroad, 
so  that  it  can  always  get  the  latest  and  most 
expert  information  on  any  subject  which 
may  arise. 

The  members  of  the  staff  are,  many  of 
them.  Fellows  of  the  various  Learned 
Societies  which  have  been  founded  in 
London,  as,  for  example,  the  Royal  Geo- 
graphical Society,  the  Royal  Statistical 
Society,  and  the  Royal  Geological  Society. 
Various  members  of  the  staff  have  made 
themselves  expert  on  particular  sections  of 
the  Bureau's  work,  and  questions  are  thus 
handled  by  the  men  best  suited,  who  in 
turn,  are  in  constant  touch  with  outside 
specialists. 

In  this  way  alone  it  is  possible  for  the 
Federation  Intelligence  Department  to  serve 
adequately  all  the  multitudinous  interests  of 
Members  and  also  to  answer  the  various, 
problems  which  they  submit  for  solution. 

In  some  cases,  the  Department  has  been 
successful  even  iil  obtaining  supplies  of  raw 
materials  for  Members  who  were  unable  to 
do  so  through  the  ordinary  means  of  trade. 
It  will  be  seen  that  the  Intelligence  Depart- 
ment plays  an  unobtrusive  but  important 
part  in  the  work  of  the  whole   Federation. 


Overseas   Organisation 

of  the 
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THE   purpose   of   the    F.B.I.    Overseas   Organisation   is    to   provide   a 
service  run  by  manufacturers  for  manufacturers,  capable  of  giving 
assistance  and  information  of  every  kind  promptly  and  efficiently 
to  every  manufacturer  who  desires  to  export  his  goods  or  to  import 
his  raw  material. 

It  has  been  organised  and  is  directed  solely  in  the  interest  of  manu- 
facturers, and  is  thus  able  to  give  a  specialised  service  which  is  far  more 
prompt,  detailed  and  efficient  than  can  be  rendered  by  any  Government 
commercial  organisation  which  is  compelled  to  serve  many  competing  interests 
and  is  hampered  by  the  necessity  of  avoiding  any  action  which  may  cause 
local  embarrassment. 

Under  the  supervision  and  control  of  the  Committee  elected  by  the 
Members,  the  organisation  of  the  Overseas  Service  at  home  consists  of  a  De- 
partment suitably  sectionalised  to  enable  an  expert  to  deal  vdth  each  group 
of  markets.  This  Department  sees  to  the  prompt  distribution  to  Members 
of  the  information  received  from  all  sources,  gives  any  assistance  which  it  may 
be  possible  to  give  in  England,  from  procuring  passports  to  procuring  tonnage, 
and  co-ordinates  and  directs  general  policy. 

The  organisation  abroad  consists  of  Commissioners  chosen  exclusively 
for  their  commercial  experience  and  intimate  knowledge  of  the  countries  to 
which  they  are  appointed,  provided  with  a  suitable  staff  of  assistants  and 
convenient  offices,  and  linked  up  by  correspondents  with  the  chief  towns 
of  commercial  importance  in  their  area.  Sufficient  salaries  are  given  to  obtain 
the  best  men  available,  and  sufficient  funds  provided  to  supply  them  with 
every  necessary  facility  in  carrying  out  their  work  as  efficiently  as  possible. 

The   Headquarters   Organisation 

A  COMMITTEE  of  Members  of  the  Federation  representing  all  sections 
of  interest  in  export  trade  has  been  established  to  consider  and  decide 
all   general   questions   of   policy  with   regard   to   overseas   trade.     This 
Committee  is  called  the  Overseas  Committee. 

A  Sub-Committee  of  the  Main  Committee  has  been  formed,  called  the 
Commissioner  Service  Committee,  with  the  following  terms  of  reference  : — 

(i)     The  consideration  of  candidates  for  Commissionerships,  with  powers  of  appointment 
when  duly  authorised. 

(2)  To  draw  up  all  necessary  regulations  governing  the  Commissioner  Service. 

(3)  Generally  to  control  and  supervise  the  operations  and  conduct  of  the  Service. 

(4)  To  report  from  time  to  time  to  the  Main  Overseas  Committee  upon  all  action  taken 
and  to  make  any  recommendations  in  regard  to  overseas  trade  policy. 
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A  DEPARTMENT  of  the  Federation 
has  been  established  to  take  execu- 
tive action  in  connection  with  all 
matters  relating  to  overseas  trade.  This 
Department,  called  the  Overseas  Depart- 
ment, is  under  the  control  of  two  Assistant 
Directors,  who  are  responsible  to  the  Main 
Overseas  Committee  and  its  various  Sub- 
Committees. 

The  Overseas  Department  is  divided  into 
the  following  nine  sections  : — 
General  Section.  Near  East  Section. 

American  Section.  Far  East  Section. 

Empire  Section.  East  Indies  Section. 

South  European  Section.   Exhibition  Section. 
North  European  Section. 

The  General  Section  acts  as  a  secretariat 
to  the  Directors  and  co-ordinates  the  works 
of  the  various  geographical  sections. 

The  geographical  sections  themselves  are 
organised  as  intelligence  centres  for  the 
various  territories  dealt  with.  They  obtain 
information  from  the  Commissioners  and 
from  other  sources  on  all  subjects  which 
may  interest  Members,  such  as  likely  agents 
or  customers.  Customs  intricacies,  local 
habits,  trade  movements,  competition,  local 
resources,  etc. 

The  Exhibition  Section  deals  with  the 
technical  work  in  connection  with  the 
organisation    of    exhibitions    abroad    which 


the  Federation  of  British  Industries  may 
.desire  to  organise  or  participate  in,  such  as 
the    Athens    Exhibition. 

Method  of  Dealing  with  Trade 
Openings. 

A  special  department  of  the  Federation, 
acting  in  conjunction  both  with  the  Over- 
seas Department  and  the  Industrial  Group- 
ing Department,  carries  out  the  selection 
and  despatch  of  trade  enquiries  and  similar 
particulars  to  those  manufacturers  likely  to 
be  interested.  The  system  has  been  care- 
fully evolved  to  avoid  any  possible  delay, 
and  also  to  ensure  that  every  Member  of 
the  Federation  who  manufactures  the  goods 
referred  to  in  the  enquiry  shall  receive  a 
notice  of  it.  To  make  absolutely  certain  of 
this,  details  of  all  enquiries  received  during 
each  week  are  printed  in  a  confidential 
supplement  to  the  official  Bulletin  of  the 
Federation,  which  is  sent  out  to  Members 
every  Monday.  Neither  in  the  circular 
letters  nor  in  the  Bulletin  supplement  are 
the  names  of  enquirers  given,  and  all 
Members  interested  communicate  immed- 
iately with  the  Head  Oihce.  A  similar 
procedure  is  adopted  in  cases  where  overseas 
firms  apply  to  act  as  agents  for  particular 
classes  of  British  goods. 


The   Commissioner   Service 


THE  basic  principle  of  the  Commis- 
sioner Service  of  the  Federation  of 
British  Industries  is  the  appointment 
of  men  on  the  spot  in  all  the  principal 
markets  of  the  World  to  represent  and 
safeguard  the  interests  of  British  manu- 
facturers, and  to  promote,  in  every  way 
possible,  the  further  consumption  of  British 
manufactured   articles   of   all   kinds. 

Such  a  service  is,  of  course,  of  particular 
interest  to  manufacturers  who,  for  various 
reasons,  may  not  be  in  a  position  to  establish 
their  own  branches  in  a  particular  market. 
Although  Federation  Commissioners  do  not 
actually  book  orders  for  such  firms,  they 
nevertheless  furnish  them  with  all  available 
intelligence  with  regard  to  the  demand  for 
their  goods  and  kindred  matters. 

The  following  is  a  brief  summary  of  the 
functions  of  the   Commissioners  : — 

1.'  To  act  as  a  Centre  for  collecting  and 
classifying  information,  particularly  with  re- 
gard to  : — 


[a)  Movements  and  methods  of  trade. 

[b)  Status  of  traders. 

[c)  Trade  requirements. 

[d)  Foreign  competition. 

2  To  recommend  suitable  Selling  Agents 
when  requested  by  Members. 

3.  To  protect  the  interests  of  Members  and 
act  generally  for  them  in  emergencies. 

4.  To  have  a  panel  of  legal  advisers. 

5.  To  have  a  panel  of  .interpreters. 

6.  To  form  a  library,  containing  transla- 
tions of  important  documents,  such  as  Customs 
regulations,  etc. 

7.  To  engage  rooms  for  the  deposit  and 
display  of  samples. 

8.  To  act  in  co-operation  with  representa- 
tives of  H.M.  Government  in  the  interests  of 
Members. 

9.  To  appoint  a  local  board  of  prominent 
business  men,  in  sympathy  with  British  aims, 
to  advise  the  Commissioner  generally. 

10.  To  display  and  distribute  Members' 
catalogues. 

11.  To  constitute  their  Offices  a  meeting 
place  and  Information  Bureau  for  Members 
and  their  Agents. 

12.  To  keep  a  special  watch  on  trade  statis- 
tics of  all  kinds,  and  refer  particulars  of  them 
to  the  Head  Office  with  their  observations. 
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The  chief  difficulty  experienced  in  estab- 
lishing the  Service,  has  been  to  find  the 
right  men  to  undertake  the  work  of  Com- 
missioners. It  has  been  necessary,  therefore, 
to  select,  first  of  all,  the  markets  for  which 
suitable   men   were   available. 

In  order  to  make  the  scope  of  the  Organisa- 
tion as  wide  as  possible  without  delay,  a 
large  number  of  minor  appointments  have 
been  made  to  centres  where  the  appointment 
of  full  Commissioners  has  not  yet  been 
possible,  and  in  addition  to  these,  a  number 
of  British  subjects,  in  various  parts  of  the 
world,  have  been  appointed  as  honorary  or 
paid  correspondents  to  represent  the  interests 
of  British  manufacturers,  and  at  the  same 
time  to  furnish  information  likely  to  help 
them  in  their  export  trade. 

The  Near  East. 

The  first 
appointment 
was  that  of 
Alaj.  Kennard 
to  Athens, 
who  returned 
to  Greece 
vvith  the  Greek 
Mission  which 
had  visited 
British  factor- 
ies  in  the 
autumn  of 
191 8,  as  guests  of  the  Federation.  One  im- 
portant result  of  this  appointment,  was  the 
successful  Exhibition  of  British  goods  held 
in  Athens  during  the  months  of  October 
and  November,   1919. 

Subsequent  appointments,  under  Major 
Kennard,  of  Sub-Commissioners  for  Athens 
and  Constantinople  have  recently  been 
made.  Captain  Cumberbatch  being  in  charge 
of  the  Athens  Office,  and  Captain  La  Fontaine 
of  the  Office  in  Constantinople.  Major 
Kennard  will,  in  future,  undertake  the 
supervision  of  these  two  Offices  and  of 
further  ones  which  it  is  hoped  to  establish 
in  the  Near  Eastern  markets. 

Spain,  Portugal  and  Northern 
Africa. 

The  next  Office  to  be  opened  abroad 
was  at  Madrid,  where  the  Federation  took 
over  the  Bureau  set  up  by  the  Ministry  of 
Information  during  the  war.  In  April  of 
last  year.  Colonel  Thoroton  formally  took 
charge  of  the  Bureau,  which  has  proved  an

Even  before  his  departure,  Mr.  Blacker's 
wide  knowledge  of  East  Indian  markets 
enabled  him  to  be  of  considerable  service  to 
Members.  He  will  from  time  to  time  under- 
take tours  of  the  islands  in  order  to  keep 
his  information  of  trade  conditions  fully 
up-to-date,  and  to  inform  buyers  of  the 
productive  capacity  of  the  United  Kingdom. 

South  Africa. 

Owing  to  the 
peculiar  con- 
ditions ruling 
in  South  Africa, 
a  somewhat 
different  course 
of  action  to 
that  adopted  in 
other  markets 
was  decided 
upon.  In  Feb- 
ruary, 191  9, 
Mr.  C.  W.  F. 
Harrison  was 
despatched  with  instructions  to  tour  the 
whole  of  the  Dominion  and  the  adjacent 
countries  and  to  make  a  general  report  on 
the'  conditions  prevailing  there,  and  the 
best  form  of  permanent  representation  for 
the  Federation  to  adopt.

The  above  lists  do  not  include  the  large 
number  of  individuals  abroad,  official  and 
unofficial,  who  from  patriotic  motives  have, 
on  many  occasions,  furnished,  and  are 
furnishing,  valuable  information  to  the  Head 
Office  of  the   Federation. 
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In  order  that  Commissioners  abroad  may 
keep  in  the  closest  touch  with  the  work  of 
the  Federation  at  home,  arrangements  are 
constantly  being  made  for  them  to  return 
to  this  country  for  short  visits,  when  they 
are  given  an  opportunity  of  visiting  the 
District  Centres  and  interviewing  Members 
interested  in  their  markets. 

In  addition,  officials  of  the  Head  Office 
are,  from  time  to  time,  sent  out  to  the 
Commissioners'  Offices,  where. they  are  given 
every  opportunity  of  getting  a  quick  insight 
into  the  conditions  ruling  and  the  work 
which  the  Office  is  doing. 


Overseas  Associate  Scheme. 

In  connection  with  the  F.B.I.  Commis- 
sioner Service,  a  scheme  has  recently  been 
adopted  experimentally  in  Spain,  whereby 
foreign  firms  may  become  associated  with 
the  Federation  on  paying  a  definite  annual 
subscription. 

They  will  be  styled  "  Overseas  Associates," 
will  have  the  use  of  the  information  collected 
by  the  Commissioner  and  certain  other 
assistance,  and  will,  at  the  same  time,  be 
expected  to  pass  on  to  him  such  information 
as  they  obtain,  especially  with  regard  to 
orders  for  goods  likely  to  interest  British 
manufacturers. 


Assistance  to   Overseas  Buyers. 


THE  assistance  which  the  Overseas  Organ- 
isation of  the  Federation  can  render  to 
firms    and    individuals  in    the    various 
markets     of    the    world,    who    wish    to    get 
into  commercial  relations  with  British  manu- 
facturers, falls  under  three  heads. 

1.     Details  of  British 
Manufactures 

The  Offices  of  Commissioners  may  be 
regarded  by  the  commercial  communities 
abroad  as  places  of  reference  where  every 
facility  will  be  offered  them  to  form  opinions 
both  as  to  the  general  position  of  supplies 
from  the  United  Kingdom,  and  the  details 
of  design,  prices,  etc.,  of  any  particular 
article  in  which  they  are  interested. 

These  Offices  are  kept  supplied,  by  the 
Head  Office  in  London,  with  all  the  informa- 
tion which  can  be  obtained  from  the  Members 
of  the  Federation  as  to  the  goods  which  they 
have  at  present  ready  for  export,  and  those 
which  they  will  shortly  be  able  to  supply. 

All  Members  prepared  to  deal  in  a 
particular  market,  send  catalogues,  and 
where  possible,  price  lists,  to  the  Com- 
missioners' Offices,  where  arrangements  are 
made  for  the  display  of  these  catalogues  and 
for  their  distribution  to  likely  customers. 
Similar  arrangements  are  made  for  the 
display  of  small  samples  and  show  cases. 

Any  foreign  buyer  writing  to,  or  calling 
on  the  Commissioner,  will  receive  the  fullest 
possible  assistance,  and,  in  cases  where  the 
details  he  requires  are  not  immediately 
available,  they  will  be  applied  for  to  the 
Head  Office  in  London.  No  trouble  is 
spared  to  enable  the  foreign  buyer  to  com- 


pare the  quality,  prices  and  delivery  of 
British  goods  with  those  of  other  countries, 
and  no  charge  or  obligation  is  incurred  by 
him  in   making  such   enquiries. 

In  cases  where  Members  of  the  Federation 
have  their  own  representatives  in  a  market, 
a  call  at  the  Commissioner's  Office  will 
enable  a  customer  to  be  put  in  touch  with 
such  representatives,  who  are,  in  many 
cases,  on  terms  of  close  co-operation  with 
the  Commissioner. 

Fairs  and  Exhibitions. 

Another  means  by  which  the  Federation 
enables  foreign  commercial  interests  to 
investigate  the  advisability  of  purchasing 
British  goods,  is  the  share  taken  in  all 
important  International  Fairs  and  Exhibi- 
tions. 

In  many  cases,  British  manufacturers  are 
not  prepared  to  incur  the  expense  involved 
in  engaging  a  stall  at  such  Exhibitions  and 
in  sending  their  representative  to  interview 
buyers.  In  order  that  they  shall,  neverthe- 
less, be  able  to  participate,  the  Federation 
engages  stalls  in  its  own  name,  where 
Members'  literature  and  small  samples  are 
displayed,  sends  out  quaHfied  men  to  look 
after  these  stalls  and  passes  on  to  Members 
of  the  Federation  the  names  of  visitors 
interested  in  their  particular  lines  of  goods. 

Moreover,  the  Federation's  representatives 
arrange  for  the  attendance  of  experts,  such 
as  interpreters  and  typists,  so  that  these 
stalls  become  meeting  places  for  the  repre- 
sentatives of  those  Members  who  have 
themselves  taken  stalls  at  the  Exhibition. 


FEDERATION  OF  BRITISH  INDUSTRIES 


OVERSEAS  ORGANISATION 


A  foreign  buyer  saves  himself  .much  time 
and  trouble  on  his  visits  to  such  exhibitions 
by  calling  first  at  the  Federation  of  British 
Industries'  stall,  where  he  will  immediately 
be  put  in  touch  with  those  firms  who  have 
their  own  exhibits,  and  with  any  of  the 
large  number  of  manufacturers  represented 
by  the  Federation,  who  are  not  themselves 
taking  part  in  the  Exhibition. 

2.     Orders  and  Agencies  for 
British  Goods 

Many  foreign  firms  know,  by  past  ex- 
perience, the  channels  through  which  they 
can  obtain  the  goods  they  require,  but  a 
very  large  proportion  of  these  channels  has 
been  disconnected  by  the  war,  and  many 
British  firms  have  considerably  changed  the 
nature  of  the  articles  they  produce.  It 
therefore  happens  that  many  firms,  even  with 
large  experience  of  trade  with  Great  Britain, 
are  entirely  at  a  loss  to  know  where  to  obtain 
the  particular  lines  which  may  be  in  great 
demand  in  their  countries.  In  such  an 
event,  the  Commissioner  Service  can  be  of 
inestimable  value  in  the  following  way. 

Enquiries  for  British  Manufactures. 

When  a  demand  from  a  foreign  house  is 
received  by  a  Commissioner  for  a  British 
product,  this  demand  is  immediately  for- 
warded to  the  Head  Office  in  London. 

In  order  to  comply  with  the  wishes  of 
many  buyers,  the  enquiries  are,  in  the  first 
instance,  passed  to  all  Members  interested 
without  mentioning  the  enquirer's  name. 
Only  those  firms  actually  in  a  position  to 
fulfil  the  order  answer  this  notice.  They 
are  immediately  given  the  name  and  address 
of  the  enquirer,  and  the  latter  is,  at  the 
same  time,  informed  of  their  names. 

By  this  system,  a  foreign  firm  is  placed 
in  direct  touch  with  a  large  majority  of  the 
British  manufacturers  able  to  supply  its 
needs,  and  is  saved  the  trouble  of  a  vast 
amount  of  correspondence  with  firms  who 
cannot  supply  them.  At  the  present  time, 
when  so  many  firms  are  booked  up  for  months 
ahead,  this  means  an  enormous  saving  of 
time   and   trouble. 

Moreover,  the  whole  service  is  rendered 
without  any  charge  or  commission  of  any 
kind  being  asked,  either  from  the  buyer, 
or  from  the  Member  with  whom  he  is  put 
in  touch,  and  the  Member  and  the  buyer 
are  entirely  free  to  make  their  own  arrange- 


ments   for    the    transaction    of   the    business 
which  results. 

Requests  for  Agencies. 

Exactly  the  same  action  is  taken  in  the 
case  of  an  Overseas  House  asking  to  become 
Agents  for  a  particular  line  of  British  goods. 
If,  however,  such  a  house  asks  for  an  Agency 
of  a  particular  manufacturer,  its  request  is 
naturally  forwarded,  in  the  first  place,  only 
to  the  Member  mentioned  by  it,  and  pre- 
suming it  shows  itself  to  be  in  a  position 
adequately  to  represent  that  Member's 
interest,  its  request  is  supported  bv  the 
Federation. 

In  this  connection,  it  should  be  mentioned 
that  the  converse  of  this  action  is  constantly 
being  carried  out  by  the  Federation,  i.e.. 
Members  write  daily  to  the  Head  Office  for 
the  names  of  suitable- firms  to  act  as  their 
Agents  for  particular  markets,  and  these 
requests  are  fulfilled  by  an  investigation,  on 
the  part  of  the  Commissioner,  of  the  over- 
seas firms  with  which  he  is  in  touch.  It 
may,  therefore,  often  be  useful  for  overseas 
firms,  not  in  immediate  need  of  his  assistance, 
to  put  themselves  in  touch  with  the  Com- 
missioner, and  inform  him,  from  time  to 
time,  of  their  general  activities. 


3.     Safeguarding    British   Trade 
PoHcy  and  Methods. 

A  third  phase  of  the  Commissioners'  assis- 
tance to  overseas  customers,  although  it 
would  not  be  of  such  constant  service, 
is  perhaps,  in  some  ways,  the  most  important 
of  all,  and  would  of  itself  justify  the  appoint- 
ment of  representatives,  such  as  the  Federa- 
tion's Commissioners,  in  the  principal  market 
centres  of  the  world.  It  arises  in  cases 
where,  in  the  opinion  of  the  commercial 
community  of  a  market,  the  policy  adopted 
by  a  particular  class  of  British  manufacturers, 
or  by  British  industry  as  a  whole,  is  harmful 
to  the  best  interests  of  trade  between  the 
United   Kingdom  and  that  market. 

On  such  occasions,  the  Federation  forms 
a  channel  by  which  a  fair  criticism  of  British 
policy  or  trade  methods  can  be  brought  to 
the  notice  of  the  large  majority  of  the 
industriaUsts  of  Great  Britain.  Such  critic- 
isms will  receive  the  fullest  consideration, 
and  either  the  difficulties  of  the  situation 
will  be  explained,  or  a  change  of  policy  will 
be  encouraged. 
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Moreover,  when  a  new  plan  is  adopted, 
either  by  the  manufacturers  themselves  or 
by  the  British  Government,  affecting  trade 
with  the  market,  commercial  houses  interested 
are  invited  to  express  their  views  to  the 
Commissioner  as  to  its  effect  on  their  trade 
with  Great  Britain. 

Commissioners    are    in    close    touch    with 


the  representatives  of  His  Majesty's  Govern- 
ment in  their  markets,  and  the  Head  Office 
is  constantly  acting  in  co-operation  with 
the  Foreign  Government  Authorities  in 
London,  so  that  such  views  will  have  an 
admirable  chance  of  being  considered  in  the 
proper  quarter. 


Direct    Communication    with    the    Head    Office 


MOST  of  the  assistance  described  above, 
which  can  be  obtained  from  the  F.B.I, 
Commissioners  by  overseas  buyers  of 
British  goods,  can  also  be  obtained  by  buyers 
in  markets  where  no  Commissioner  has  as  yet 
been  appointed,  by  direct  communication 
with  the  Overseas  Department  of  the  Head 
Office  in  London,  at  39,  St.  James's  Street, 


S,W.  I.  In  these  cases,  however,  it  will 
obviously  save  considerable  delay  if  the  firm, 
in  its  first  communication,  furnishes  such 
information  on  its  experience,  standing,  etc, 
as  will  enable  the  Federation  to  recommend 
it  without  hesitation  to  the  notice  of 
Members. 


Overseas    Buyers    Visiting    the    United    Kingdom 


l^XT'HEN  the  overseas  buyers  or  their  re- 
^  *  presentatives  visit  the  United  King- 
dom, they  are  cordially  invited  to  call, 
immediately  on  arrival,  at  the  Offices  of  the 
Federation  of  British  Industries,  39,  St. 
James's    Street,  London,  S.W.  i. 

The  visitor  will  be  interviewed  by  the 
Head  of  the  Geographical  Section  dealing 
with  the  country  from  which  he  comes, 
and  that  Section  will  furnish  him  with  all 
information  available  with  regard  to  the 
lines  of  goods  in  which  he  is  interested,  and 
will  undertake  enquiries  on  his  behalf  to 
obtain  the  fullest  particulars,  and  thus  save 
him  a  large  amount  of  time  and  trouble. 

According  to  the  duration  of  his  stay  in 
England  and  the  particular  assistance  which 
he  requires,  the  Federation  will  help  him  in 
one  of  two  ways  :  (i)  either  his  requirements 
will  be  circulated  to  every  Member  likely 
to  be  able  to  supply  them,  and  he  will 
subsequently  be  put  in  touch  with  such 
Members  ;  or  (2)  he  will  be  given  letters 
of  introduction  to  the  Heads  of  those  firms 


with    whom    he    particularly   wishes    to   get 
into  communication. 


District  Offices. 

It  very  often  happens  that  the  whole 
industry,  in  which  the  foreign  representative 
is  interested,  is  centred  in  one  of  the  indus- 
trial districts  outside  London.  In  such 
cases,  the  representative  is  furnished  with  a 
letter  of  introduction  to  the  Federation 
District  Office  at  the  principal  city  of  that 
area,  and  the  District  Secretary  himself  will 
furnish  letters  of  introduction  to  the  prin- 
cipal firms  in  that  district,  and  will,  where 
possible,  accompany  the  foreign  buyer  on 
his  visits. 

During  the  last  year,  a  constant  stream  of 
buyers  from  abroad  has  passed  through  the 
Federation  Offices  in  this  way,  and,  in  very 
many  cases,  the  Federation  has  helped  them  to 
get  their  work  done  in  considerably  less  time 
than  they  would  have  taken  in  getting  in  touch 
with  British   manufacturers  unaided. 


Other  Activities  of  the 

Tours  of  Commercial 
Representatives. 

THE  Federation  has,  from  time  to  time, 
invited   to   this  country  delegations  of 
important  representatives  from  certain 
overseas  markets,  and  has  conducted  them  as 


Overseas  Organisation 

its  guests  on  a  series  of  visits  to  the  principal 
centres  of  the  country.  They  have  been 
given  the  fullest  opportunities  for  studying 
British  manufacturing  processes  and  con- 
ditions, with  a  view  to  stimulating  interest 
in  British  manufactures. 
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GREEK  TOUR.— The  first  of  these  tours 
was  in  the  autumn  of  191 8,  when  eight 
important  Greek  Commercial  Delegates 
visited  this  country  as  the  guests  of  the 
Federation,  headed  by  His  Excellency, 
Monsieur  A.  Michalacopoulos,  Greek  Min- 
ister of  Agriculture.  Major  Kennard,  the 
present  Federation  Commissioner  for  the 
Near  East,  was  despatched  with  the  Dele- 
gates at  the  close  of  the  tour,  and  immed- 
iately set  up  his  Office  in  Athens. 

BRAZIL  TOUR.— In  the  summer  of 
1919,  the  Brazilian  Government  arranged 
for  a  Mission  of  Brazilian  Commercial 
Delegates  to  visit  this  country  at  the  in- 
vitation of  the  Federation.  The  tour  was 
supported  by  both  the  British  and  the 
Brazilian  Governments,  and  was  headed  by 
the  present  Minister  for  War  in  Brazil. 
A  very  comprehensive  series  of  visits  was 
undertaken  to  all  the  principal  manufac- 
turing centres.  Mr.  McKellen,  the  present 
Commissioner  for  Brazil,  proceeded  to  that 
country  with  the  returning  delegates. 

Tours  of  Dominion 
Represental  ives. 

With  the  co-operation  of  the  High  Com- 
missioners of  the  various  Dominions,  a  series 
of  tours  of  representatives  of  the  Dominion 
Forces  in  this  country,  who  were  interested 
in  the  import  of  goods  from  Great  Britain 
to  the  various  Dominions,  was  arranged. 
Selected  centres  of  industries  were  visited, 
and  Members  of  the  respective  parties  were 
brought  into  touch  with  Members  of  the 
Federation,  with  a  view  to  the  formation 
of  business  connections. 

In  addition,  the  Federation  has  taken  a 
large  part  in  arranging  for  visits  to  British 
factories  of  foreign  delegates  brought  to 
this  country  as  the  guests  of  His  Majesty's 
Government.  This  was  done  in  the  case 
of  the  Serbian  Mission  in  191 7,  and  to  a 
lesser  extent,  in  the  case  of  other  missions 
from  Chile,  Spain,  etc. 

Exhibitions. 

LYONS  FAIR.— At  each  of  the  last 
three  Lyons  Fairs,  the  Federation  has  had 


its  own  stalls,  in  charge  of  qualified  men, 
where  the  catalogues  and  samples  of  Mem- 
bers have  been  displayed  and  brought  to 
the  notice  of  foreign  buyers.  These  stalls 
have  also  formed  a  rallying  point  for  British 
interests  at  the  fairs.  Similar  arrangements 
have  been  made  in  the  case  of  other  impor- 
tant International  Fairs  abroad,  such  as  the 
Brussels  and  Milan  Exhibitions. 

ATHENS  EXHIBITION.— The  largest 
All-British  Exhibition  ever  held  abroad  was 
organised  and  carried  out  by  the  Federation 
at  Athens  in  the  autumn  of  1919.  Some 
500  British  firms  were  represented  at  the 
Exhibition,  which  was  visited  during  the  five 
weeks  of  its  run  by  nearly  100,000  people 
from  all  parts  of  the  Near  East.  The 
results .  of  the  Exhibition  are  already  being 
felt  in  the  great  development  of  trade 
between  the  United  Kingdom  and  the 
Near  Eastern  markets. 


Government  Missions  Abroad. 

At  the  invitation  of  His  Majesty's  Govern- 
ment, the  Federation  has  nominated  its 
own  representatives  on  the  special  Govern- 
ment Missions  which  have,  during  the  past 
two  years,  been  sent  to  such  places  as  Poland, 
Serbia,  Germany,  etc.  A  member  of  the 
Federation  staff  also  accompanied  the  Special 
Diplomatic  and  Commercial  Mission  under- 
taken on  behalf  of  His  Alajesty's  Government 
by  Sir  Maurice  de  Bunsen  during  the 
summer  of  191 8,  to  all  the  South  American 
States. 


Paris  Delegation. 

At  the  invitation  of  the  French  Govern- 
ment, the  Federation  sent,  in  March  1919, 
a  Delegation  of  30  representative  British 
manufacturers  to  Paris,  to  interview  the 
Ministers  of  the  French  Government  and 
the  representatives  of  French  industry,  and 
to  put  before  them  the  views  of  British 
industry  on  the  future  commercial  relations 
between  the  two  countries.  Very  sjttis- 
factory    results    were    achieved. 
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GRAND  COUNCIL 

THE  Grand  Council  is  elected  through  the  medium  of  the  Industrial  Grouping 
System  (see  page  13)  on  a  basis  of  representation  proportional  to  the  number  of 
workpeople  employed  by  the  members  of  the  sub-groups.  An  annual  return  is  made 
by  each  member  of  the  Federation  showing,  in  the  case  of  an  affiliated  Trade  Association,  the 
number  of  employees  of  its  component  firms,  and  in  the  case  of  an  individual  firm  the 
number  of  workpeople  which  it  employs.  To  each  group  one  representative  on  the 
Grand  Council  is  allocated  for  every  20,000  employees  (or  part  thereof)  engaged  by  the 
members  of  the  Associations  included  in  the  group,  and  for  every  40,000  employees 
(or  part  thereof,  minimum  2,000)  employed  by  the  individual  members.  Additional 
representation  on  the  Council  is  granted  to  the  District  Committees  of  the  Federation 
and  to  the  District  Associations  of  Controlled  Establishments.
